Tragic Disappotatments, 

The extraordinary interest which the 
people of Holland are taking in the visit 
of the stork at the royal palace is due 
to two causes—the tragic disappoint- 
ments they have suffered in the past on 
this account, and the fact that, lacking 
an heir, the death of Queen Wilhelmina 
would plunge the country into a sea 
of trouble on account of the succession 
to the throne. 

Queen Wiihelmina, who was crowned 
Sept. 6, 1896, at 18 vears of age, was 
married -Teb. 7, 1991, to Duke Henry 
Viadimir Albert Ernest, Duke of Meck- 
lenberg-Sciwerin. It- was a love match. 
The Duke became, and is, Prince-Con- 
sort. 

Christmas, 1901, the stork was expect- 
ed, but the country was disappointed, 
the Queen passing through a dangerous 
ilMess, which developed the next spring 
into typhoid fever, when her life was 
despaired of. 

Julv, 1906, it was again announerd that 
the Queen was expecting an heir, and 
that she was recovering from the attack 
of melancholia to which she had fallen 
victim on account of the repeated dis- 
appointments.

Tornadoes Kill Many and Destroy 
Homes in Territory Around Memphis 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 30.—Portions 
of three states within a radius of sev- 


eral hundred miles of Memphis were 
swept by storms of wind and rain, in 
some instances amounting to tornadoes, 
during last night, and 20 to 30 persons 
were killed. 

Several days may pass before the 
whole story of the storm is told. 

The storm broke shortly after night- 
fall after a eultry afternoon. From the 
tornado belt of Arkansas, in the vicinity 
of the recent Brinkiey storm, came the 
first reports of serious damage. 

The wind cut a pathway of a half- 
mile wide through the towns of Forest 
City, West Marion and Weakley. Be- 
sides numerous smaller buildings, 24 
substantial farmhouses were razed. Four 
persons were killed and six injured. 


Pepulous Section Ravaged. 

In Northern Arkansas ®) persons are 
known t) have been Injured. Crawford 
County is reported to have suffered the 
greatest damage. In Northern Missis- 
sippi the vicinity of Horn Lake suffered 
probably the most. The storm passed 
within two miles of Horn Lake through 
a thickly populated section. Small farm 
bulldings were blown from their founda- 
tions. The number of dead is placed 
at 12. ; 

liere the course of the storm was 
from west to east, and about a quarter 
of a mile wide. Reports of the tornado 
in this vicinity were brought to Mem- 
phis by members of a train crew and 
passengers late last night. So far as 
could be seen, farmhouses and cotton 
gine were masses of wreckage, several! 
of the buildings having taken fire.

All along the line of the rallroad bits 
of wreckage were strewn. At Plum 
Point, four miles east of Horn Lake, 
a dozen houses were wrecked, and one 
person is known to have been killed. 

In Memphis and vicinity only minor 
damage waa done. 

Near Jackson, Tenn., seven persons 
were killed, others injured and a large 
property loss resulted. 

At Medina two lives were lost, sev- 
¢ral persons were injured and three 
houses were wrecked. At Young's 
Crossing five were killed and a number 
of houses blown away. At Henderson 
two were injured. 

Damage to crops will run into the 
thousands of dollars, the growing vege- 
tation being leveled wherever the storm 
struck. RFatiroed treffic was seriously 
impeded and telegraph wires generally 
are down. 





L.oulaville ttetel Partly Wrecked.

Robbers “Cut Off” Coaches,

MAUSER JUNCTION, Idaho, April 30. 
—Two robbers took possession of North- 
ern Pacific passenger train No. 3, three 


miles northeast of here, last night, un- 


coupled the engine and mail car uafter 


driving the crew from the train with 
revolver shots, and while running 50 
miles an hour for a dozen miles rified 
six mail sacks, deserting the engine 
and mail car two miles west of Trent. 

The engine and carload of valuable 
mail dashed through this station at 
19:30 last night, with one robber at 
the throttle and another shoveling coal. 
A robbery was suspected and Spokane 
was notified. Posses immediately were 
started from Yardley and Trent, but 
they found the looted mail car and the 
steaming engine abandoned. 

It is believed the bandits escaped in 
an automobile which they had stationed 
near Trent, and that now they are in 
the vicinity of Spokane. It is not yet 
known how much booty the thieves ob- 
tained. 

There was much registered mall in the 
car, according to Conductor Miley, in 
charge of the train. 

The first hint of the rebbers’ exploit 
was obtained here when the locomotive 
and mail car dashed through the sta- 
tion, disregarding the signals and car- 
rying no lights on the end ef the car. 
One robber was shoveling coal as fast as 
he could into the firebox.

driver into his brain. He testified that 
he acted in self-defense. 

His young bride sat beside him at the 
inquest and was on the list of witnesses 
as Mrs. Ross. 

Belfiglio came to St. Louis from Italy 
a year and a half ago and was married 
less than a year ago. He changed his 
name, he said, because Americans found 
it difficult to pronounce. 

Came Here With Bride. 

Reid was the manager of the Amert- 
can Pressing Co.’s shop at 5091 Suburban 
tracks. He was 23 years old and he 
came to St. Louis from Jefferson City 
with his young bride four months ago. 
His home wast 5152 Cabanne avenue. 

The fight took place in the tailor shop 
Wednesday. Ross, a locksmith, em- 
ployed by Henry Ascher of 5011 Delmar 
boulevard, was sent to the shop to re- 
pair the lock on a rear door. 

There was no eyewitness to the fight, 
but Frank Sims, a negro porter, was 
present when the quarrel started. 

He says Reid said to Ross: ‘‘I’ve had 
a lot of trouble with that door. You 
people have tried to fix it several times. 
You'd better make a good job of it.’’ 

‘Don’t kick to me. wo to my boss 
about it,’’ replied Ross, according to 
Sims’ statement. 

Negro Hears Quarrel. 

Reid and.Ross clinched and the negro 
fled into the rear yard. A few minutes 
later he went around to the front and 
found Reid lying in the doorway with a 
screwdrivers.sticking in his left temple.

PUTS POLICEMAN 
AN CITY HOSPITA 


Becomes Demented After Try- 
ing to Manufacture a 
“Thought Indicator.” 








THINKS MIND IS READ 





Delusion Follows ‘Cramming’ 
on Scientific Books and 
Police Manual. 





Policeman Henry R. Steinmann 
of the Angelica Street Station, after 
months of poring over scientific books 
on auto-suggestion, telepathy, psycholo- 
gy, hypnotism and therapeutics, tried to 
manufacture a thought indicator out of 
a bicycle speedometer, his wife notified 
the captain at the police station. 

Now Steinmann is confined in the ob- 
Bervation ward at the City Hospital, 
thoroughly convinced that his superior 
officers and his enemies have invented 
a@ thought indicator by which they can 
read his inmost thoughts. His desire 
to manufacture an indicator, so he 
‘could read the minds of those who 
read his mind, precipitated his retire- 
ment to the hospital. 

The demented patrolman also devoted 
days of arduous study to his police 
manual, and Mrs. Steinmann says this 
is what turned his head. but the alienist 
physicians at the City Hospital are in- 
clined to the belief it was Steinmann’s 
delving into mental science. 

Studied Heavy Booka. 

Among the books studied by Stein- 
mann were Prof. William James’ 
treatise on psychology, which is used in 
schools; “Hypnotism and Its Application 
to Practical Medicine,” by Wetter- 
strand; “Suggestive Therapeutics,’ by 
Bernheim; Hudson's “The Law of 
Psychic Phenomena,’ and a book by 
Dr. R. von Krafft-Ebing. 

These books, too heavy and scientific 
in subject matter and language for the 
average man, occupied a place on the 
sideboard in Steinmann’s home, and 
Mrs, Steinmann says her husband pored 
@ver them every minute he was at home, 
except when he slept, for more than a 
year. 

Steinmann became a_ patrolman in 

June, 1997, a little less than two vears 
ago, and his wife says she first noticed 
his delusions about six months after he 
joined the foree. For the first few 
months that he was a policeman Stein- 
niann studied his manual constantly 
When off duty, and in a short time was 
almost lettér perfect on the rules gov- 
«rning his ‘conduct, according to Mrs. 
Steinmann. 
Mivery day the man would repeat some 
part of the manual! from memory, his 
wife told a Post-Dispatch reporter, and 
sometimes she would awakened at 
night.by his voice saying his manual in 
hie sleep.

His theory was that the ether 
surrounding the earth was filled with 
psychie currents, emanating from each 
individual. I* the psychic wave of a 
particular person could be caught and 
made to register on the dial of an indi- 
cator, the holder of the machine could 
know at any desired instant just what 
the individual to whom he had his indi- 
cator attuned was doing, saying and 
thinking, what he was seeing and what 
was going on around him. 


Would Catch Psychic Waves, 
His thought-indicator was to be a 


machine that.could catch these psychi¢ 
waves out of the surrounding ether 
and make them register. 

Accordingly he obtained a_ speedo- 
meter, such as is used on bicycles, and 
tried to transform it into a thought- 
indicator. He took the thing apart and 
experimented with it for days until his 
wife, in desperation, threw the machine 
away while he was on duty. 

She then told the authorities at the 
Angelica Street Police Station about her 
husband. ‘The Captain observed Stein- 
mann for several days, and Tuesday de- 
termined to send him to the hospital. 

The doctors at the hospital say that 
Steinmann has a chance for complete 
recovery, but state that his delusions 
possibly are permanent. They do not 
allow the patient to read or to talk 
with anyone about his studies and his 
thought indicator. 

Steinmann is 34 years old, and before 
he joined the force in 1907 was a fore- 
man for the National Stamping and 
Enameling Co. His wife, Mrs. Emma

PILLORIED AS ASSASSIN 





Brother of Murdered Man |

Regardless of his persistent declara- 
tions that he killed his life-long friend, 
Jones, in self-defense, the 
jury which tried Herman A. Kretsch- 


wimar in Judge Shields’ court found him 


guilty of murder and fixed his punish- 
ment at 18 years in the penitentiary. 
His lawyers said Friday that if their 
intended motion for a new trial is de- 
nieaqa am appeal to the Supreme. Court 
will be made. 

Kretschmar had hoped that his testi- 
mony in his own behalf would have 
but the 
evidence as to the downward range of 
the bullets which killed Jones proved 
too strong to be overcome by interested 
testimony. 

In summing up the evidence Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Newton laid great 
stress on the direction of the bullets. 
He insisted that this evidence was ab- 
solute proof that Jones was seated at 
his desk when Kretschmar fired on him. 

‘“‘Assassin!’’ shouted Newton, turning 
toward Kretschmar in the midst of his 
appeal to the jury. 

Chose Time for Murder. 

Newton declared the defendant had 
gone to the Commonwealth Feed Mills 
on the day of the tragedy for the ex- 


| press purpose of killing Jones, and had 


selected a time of day when he knew 


si Jones would be alone. 


In his statement to the jury Kretsch- 
mar declared he had no thought of kill- 
ing Jones when he called at the mills. 
Jones, he insisted, attacked him when 
he asked for a retraction of statements 
made by Jones in letters, and he fired in 
self-defense. 

Kretschmar’s own statement was the 
only testimony offered by the defense, 
with the exception of character evidence 
given by several business men. 

Police Commissioner Jones, brother of 
the slain man, sat behind Prosecutor 
Newton, and suggested questions which 
were introduced in the cross-examina- 
tion. 

The jury was unanimous in finding 
the delay in return- 
ing a verdict being caused by a differ- 
ence of opinion as te punishment.

ENGLAND INCREASES INCOME 
TAX TO MEET BIG DEFICIT 


Trade and Accumulated 
Wealth to Bear Shortage 
of $78,810,000. 


LONDON, April 30. — Accumulated 
wealth and “the trade,”” as the liquor 
business is popularly called in the lib- 
eral government's budget which David 
Lloyd-George, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, presented in the House of Com- 
mons today, are made to bear the bur- 
den of the £15,762,000 ($78,810,000) deficit 
of the fiscal year, incurred by the 
old-age pensions and the race with Ger- 
many for dreadnoughts. 

The tax on unearned incomes will be 
increased 2 pence to 1 shilling 2 pence 
on the pound,. and the tax on earned 
incomes over £2000 will be raised to } 
shilling. 

On incomes exceeding £5000 a year 
there is to be a super tax of 6 pence on 
the pound. It is estimated that the 
extra yield from the income tax will be 
£3,000,000, or $15,000,000.

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POETRY AS A COMMERCIAL COMMODITY. 

William Watson, the English poet, writes an 
indignant letter to the London Times charging 
the British nation with being indifferent over 
the disappearance of John Davidson, who is sup- 
posed to have committed suicide. : 

“One thing at least is certain,’”’ writes Mr. Wat- 
son, “his blood is upon us as surely as if we had 
slain him with our very hands. He goes to an 
unknown grave in the last bitterness of despair. 
It is another addition to the long list of trag- 
edies which began with Spenser, and did not end 


with the death of Chatterton.” 
For some years John Davidson enjoyed the 


mild and rather questionable reputation of a 
“minor poet.” But recently critical thinkers 
have become aware of the note of genius in his 
work and have been studying poems which have 
not yet excited the faintest popular attention. 
Davidson starved for years and his suicide, if it 
be suicide, is attributed to his sufferings. 

But what are the facts and logic upon which 
Mr. Watson rests his terrible indictment? 

John Davidson had verses to sell. The Brit- 
ish people did not care for the commodity he of- 
fered and would not buy. Hence they are to 
blame for all his suffering and even for his 
death. 

This is not convincing to anybody, but poets 
who cannot market their verses. Davidson’s 
verses probably were of a very high order and he 
will in due time receive his reward as _ other 
poets have, after they are beyond the power of 
this world to help or hurt. But a man who tries 
to make a living by the manufacture—beg par- 
don, creation—of poetic vision must be a good 
salesman and be able to market his product. The 
market for poetry always was poorly and never 
can be so profitable as the wheat or corn or cab- 
bage market. 

Poets should write poetry for love of creative 
activity, and earn their living making things, 
real things, which can be weighed and valued cs 
commercial commodities. 

Had John Davidson taken this course he might 
now be a prosperous, self-satisfied gentleman with 
some paunch. And Mr. Watson would not be at 
war with the British people for not correctly ap- 
praising the commercial value of _ ecstasies, 
visions and prophetic forebodings. 
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VENEZUELA’S FUTURE. 

Is Venezuela to follow in the footsteps of Ar- 
gentine, Chile and Brazil and become a progres- 
sive country? In an interview recently Presiden! 
Gomez expressed Venezuela’s gratitude to the 
powers for relieving it of the menace of Castro. 
Congress has been called to meet May 23 to con- 
sider a liberal revision of the Constitution and 
the laws. 

The plan includes a new attitude toward for- 
elgners and foreign capital, the encouragement 
of immigration by the offer of free lands, the 
removal of export duties on coffee and cocoa abd 
the ultimate exploitation of the enormous agri- 
cultural and mineral resources of the country. 

South American countries which have reclaimed 
themselves did so at the end of just such periods 
of travail and turmoil as Venezuela has been 
through. Reaction of this kind is healthful. 
Castro may, after all, have been the unwitting 
cause of Venezuela’s finding herself. Certainly 
with a stable government this country of only 
half-suspected resources must have a wonderful 
future. a
